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PREFACE. 



In compliance with House Joint Resolution authorizing 
the publication of two thousand copies of the Election Registra- 
tion Laws, I have included the recent amendments thereto, 
since the publication of the first compilation thereof, together 
with Chapter 393, Volume 20, being '*An Act to provide for 
the purity of Primar)' Elections in New Castle County,** making 
the present Volume in all respects similar to the previous publi- 
cation of Election and Registration Laws, except that I have in- 
cluded in one pamphlet all of the said Laws whether applicable 
to the City of Wilmington or the State outside of said City. 

The especial attention of the Registrars and Election officers 
generally is called to the amendments made in the books styled 
** Registers *' as to ** color" and ** age,'* found in Chapter 64. 
Volume 22 ; and to the amendment made providing for the 
marking of oflScial ballots by indelible black lead pencils or 
crayons instead of stamps, published herein in Chapter 62, Vol- 
ume 22 ; and further, to ** An Act creating the ofl&ce of Voters 
Assistant and prescribing the duties thereof,** found in Chapter 
63, Volume 22.

AN ACT concerning the appointment of Regflstratlon Officers and the prepa- 
ration and delivery of Registration Books. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met:

AN ACT Provldiiig for a Uniform Symtem of Registration of all Qualified 

Voters In this State* 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 

Section i. That for the purpose of preventing fraud at aU General Regis- 
elections held on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in the *'^*'°° °^ ^''^^^ 
fnonth of November, as provided by Section i of Article 5 of the ^"'t^****^- 
Amended Constitution, and facilitating the ascertainment of those 
who are duly qualified electors according to the said amended Con- 
stitution and laws of this State, there shall hereafter be a general 
registration of all the qualified voters resident in each election 

district of this State.

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Registrar and two Duty cf Regis- 
Assistant Re^ istrars appointed in each election district in this State ^'^^^^'^ officers. 
to register the names of all qualified voters in each of such elec- 
tion districts as hereinafter provided in this Act.

AN ACT to provide for the Purity of Primary Elections In New 

Castle County. 



Be it enacted by the Seriate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware iii General Assembly met : 



Section i . A primary election within the meaning of this 
eieSxm defined, act is an asscmolagc of voters who are members of any political 

party, organization or association duly convened for the purpose 
of nominating a candidate or candidates for public office, or for 
the purpose of selecting: delegates or representatives to any politi- 
cal convention thereafter to be held for the purpose of selecting 
candidates as aforesaid, which at the last general election before 
the primary election polled at least ten per centum of the entire 
vote of the State, or any division or sub-division thereof, for 
which the nominations are made.
